The Nazi conspirators further consolidated 
their control within Germany by extermina- 
tion of potential internal resistance. 


The Nazi conspirators established and 
extended a system of terror against 
their opponents. 

The Nazi conspirators destroyed the 
free trade unions and obtained control 
of the productive labor capacity of 
the German nation. 

The Nazi conspirators sought to sub- 
vert the influence of the churches 
over the pcople of Germany. 

The Nazi conspirators adopted and 
publicized a program of relentless 
persecution of Jcws. 


The Nazi conspirators placed a considerable 
number of their dominated organizations on 
a progressively militarized footing, with 
a vicw to the rapid transformation and use 
of such organizations whenever necessary as 
instruments of ware 

By the end of the pre-war period, all 
phases of German lifo were dominated by 
Nazi doctrine and practice, and mobilized 
for the achievement of their military 

aims.

propaganda, It also cooperated closely with the Auslendsorgenizea- 
tion der NSDAP.

of material, and coopereted with the Party in the technical orgeni- 
zation of German radio.

It was responsible for the pcliticel control cver the entire 
“erman press; specificrlly it controlled the editorial policy of 
the press and its personnel (through the agency of the Reich Press 
Chamber-sce below), endisuperviscd the disserinetion of news through 
the officiel Gerinn News Agency (DNB).

By means of semi-autonomous professional organizations (Reichskultur- 
Kammer - Reich Chamber of Culture) 


The Reich Chamber of Culture was set uv in September 1933 to con- 


trol (under the supervision of the Propaganda Ministry and within the 


framework of general policy, directives issued by that activity) the 


entire personnel in all fields of propaganda.

Its tasks as described in the First Executive Decree of the above 
law dated 1 November 1935 were:

Tne Reichskulturkammer was a so-called "Nachgeordnete Dienstatelle" 
(Subordinate office) of the Propaganda Ministry. Together with its 
subordinated Chambers it was charged with keeping a check on all per- 
sonnel active in any field under the jurisdiction of the Propaganda 
ministry. All persons employed in the cultural professions were obli- 
gated to register with one of the subordinate Chambers. The Chambers 
were likewise responsible for checking on the activities and volitical 
reliability of their members. The Chambers, moreover, were given power 
to prosecute members offending against Nazi standards or persons pur- 
suing their occupation without being duly registered. Their ounitive 
powers included exclusion from membership, which was tantamount to the 
loss of livelihood. Also, the Chambers were given vower to issue dir- 
ectives, which had the validity of law, and to regulate the cultural 
activities under their control.

2. Reichskammer der bildenden Kunste (Reich Chamber of Fine Arts) 
This chamber supervised the activities of all architects, interior de- 
corators, landscape gardeners, sculptors, painters, draftsmen, art pub- 
lishers, etc. By 1937, all other art groups and associations had been 
dissolved,and all their members “obligated by profession" to join this 
chamber,~ . > had been incorporated therein.

3.  Reichsmusikkammer (Reich Music Chamber). This Chamber was 
organized to "oversse ine practice and activity of musicians in their 
cultural, economic, and legal relationships with the world. . - in

of this Chamber was to lift the film industry “out of the sphere of

6. Reichsschrifttumskammer (Reich Chamber of Literature). The 
Chamber of Literature was cognizant of sll persons concerned with the 
"basic production" (writing and publishing") of literature. It was re- 
sponsible for orotecting the writers “from undesirable elements" and 
to keep out of the book market everything "ynGerman." It had the 
further function of bringing literature to the veople and makin 
writer more "aware of his duty to the nation." It is further pointed 
out in the description of the functions of this office in the Handbook 
of the Culture Chamber that primary responsibility for critical 
evaluation and censorship of literature are functions of the Progaganda 
Ministry

7.  Reichsrundfunkkammer (Reich Radio Chamber). The importance 
of the radio in the National Socialist State was emphasized in the 
official gazette of the Reich Culture Chamber. It was therein stated 
that the radio was the most immediate propaganda instrument of tne 
jational Socialist leadership, thet the ideal and cultural life of the 
nation could be shown "totally" in and tnrough the radio, and that since 
the radio constituted the most important technical means of influenc- 
ing the masses it was necessar, to establish a close tie vetween the 
radio and the varty. 

Functions of tre Radio Chamber included: mobilizing of all 
technical possibilities of broadcasting , oringing the veople closer 
to radio , planning the manufacture of cheap receiving sets, and propa- 
ganda in connection with the drive for new lieteners.
